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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . The restriction requirement mailed 1-15-03 is withdrawn. 

2. Claims 21-24, 27, 28-34, and 45-49, previously withdrawn as being readable on 
non-elected species, are rejoined in view of allowable generic claims and applicant's 
amendments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 20-34 and 45-49 (renumbered as claims 1-20) are allowed because these 
claims distinguish applicant's invention from prior art, particularly by the limitations of the 
claimed nonvolatile memory devices (having a driver circuit not located in a bulk 
monocrystalline substrate) comprising a monolithic three -dimensional array of memory 
devices, in view of the enabling and specific written description of applicant's disclosure.
